Fruit as Medicine. 

The use of fruit diminishes 
the acidity of the body and thus 
antagonizes rheumatism and 
gout. The acids in fruits under- 
go changes which diminish the 
acidity of the blood and aid in 
the elimination of urie acid. The 
most digestible fruits are ripe 
grapes, peaches. strawberries, 
apricots, oranges, whortleber- 
ries, very ripe pears, steamed 
figs, dates, baked apples and 
stewed fruits. 

A dietary consisting wholly of 
fruits is a valuable means of 
overcoming biliousness. Such a 
dietary may be maintained for 
one or two days or a week. A 
modified fruit dietary is highly 
beneficial. Two meals may be 
eaten, the breakfast of fruit 
only and the ordinary dinner, or, 
if three meals are taken, the 
first and last meals should con- 
sist of fruit only. The mest 
laxative fruits are apples, figs, 
prunes, berries and peaches.

Mixed Farmine Are Already 
Manifest 


The Vermilion “Standard” recently 
quoted some remarkab‘e statistics 
with respect to the hog raising and 
pork packing industries in the neigh. 
borhood of Edmonton. One of the 
largest packers in North Edmonton, 
according to this paper, sends hogs 
up the slaughter chute at the rate 
of two pigs every five minutes. This 
is a recent record, and if kept up will 
mean that 1,500 hogs per week are 
slaughtered in this one Plant at North 
Edmonton alone. The pork packing 
industry is really a manufacturing in- 
dustry. The live hog goes in at the 
t.. storey, and is transformed on the 
different floors into various forms of 
packed products, and is finally ship- 
ped out as bacon, ham, sausage, etc., 
in refrigerator cars, motor trucks or } 
wegons for transportation all over 
Canada. 

Recently the big home markets in 
Eastern Canada and_ the markets 
across the Atlantic have received 
hog products from Western Canada, 
The two pigs killed every five min- 
utes cost $15 each, so that for every 
minute’s work in the packing plant 
some farmer in Western Canada is 
being paid $6.00, If this rate was kept 
up the year round it would, accord- 
ing to the Vermilion “Standard” mean 


that $7,000,000 was paid out for hog

U. S. A. conducting a two years’ test with beet sugar 
refuse molasses, found that when hogs were selling as low 
as $4.00 a hundred, live weight, this material had a feed- 
ing value of frcm 98 cents to $1.12 per hundred pounds 
when compared with prevailing prices of other feeds, 

From this analysis and by other experiments, it is calcu. 
lated that one quart of molasses has the same feeding value 
as from three to four quarts of oats, and due to the condi- 
tioning effect of the material on animals, it is found that 
horses that are working hard were in better conditicn w hen 
fed on molasses than when they were fed dry feed alone, 


and the cost of the feed was reduced about 25 per ccrit.

Slides Blocking Sockeye. 


In consequence of construction 
work of the C.N.R. along the side of 
Hell’s Gate canyon on the Fraser 
River, slides of rock and gravel have 
gone into the river at three different 
places, forming obstructions which 
have seriously interfered with 
ascent of salmon to the spawning 
beds, In fact at one of the places 
sockeye salmon cannot negotiate the 
fall of 15 feet which has been creat- 
ed by the slide. 

Unless the obstruction is cleared 
away the sockeye, the most valuable 
species of salmon, would not this 
year reach the spawning beds, with 
the result that the run of 1918 would 
be largely wiped out as well as beds 
for the succeeding four year period 
thereafter.

Baking In the Oven Is the Best 
Way to Cook It. 


DESTROYS DISEASE GERMS, 


It Also Gives the Meat a Fine Flavor, 
Besides Making It More Wholesome, 
Some Suggestions For Preparing it 
Palatably In This Way. 


Pork is served frequently In cold 
Weather because of its heat producing 
qualities, Ham, owing to the fact that 
it has beev cured and smuked, is one 
of the most wholesome forms of pork. 
It should never be eaten raw, however, 
To eat it safely the ham should be 


well cooked before serving. The fat 
of pork is especially indigestible; but, 
owing to its leanness, bam is less open 
to objection on this score. Pork of any 
kind requires about five hours for dl- 


gestion, It is therefore best served in 
the middle of the day or a long time 
before retiring. 

Ham should be boiled eighteen min 
utes to each pound of the meat, pro 
vided it is placed into boiling water im- 
mediately. If the ham is placed first 
in cold water and gradually brought 
to the boiling point it should be boiled 
at the same rate, but a half hour 
should be deducted to allow for the 
time until the water begins to boil. In 
other words, the bam should be left 
in the water after it begins to boil

| fifteen minutes to the pound—eighteen 
if you like the bam very well done 
| The ham should be first washed in cold 
water, Then take baking soda, sprin- 
\s it over the ham and scrub with a 
small brush. Rinse it in cold water 
| and trim it. 
Ham may be boiled before baking. 
After this has been done let it remain 
| for an hour in the liquor in which it 
was cooked. Then take it out, let it 
get thoroughly cold and remove the 
| skin, Rub the upper part of the ham 
with white of egg and sprinkle over it 
' the sifted crumbs of dry bread, putting 
them on to form a crust a quarter of 
an inch thick. Sprinkle with pepper 
and set in the oven until the crust is 
brown and nicely shortened by the ooz- 
ing fat. This will be in about a half 
hour, The bam should be served cold. 

If you do not wish to bake a whole 
ham try the following: 

Take two pounds of ham, cut three 
inches thick, half a cupful of grape 
juice, a cupful of boiling water, two 
cloves and an inch stick of cinnamon. 
Freshen the bam for two hours in cold

hours. Remove from the liquor, add 
to it two tablespoonfuls of chopped 
raisins and thicken with half a table 
spoonful of arrowroot dissolved in a 
little cold water. 

Spiced baked ham ts nice. Parboil a 
young ham for about an hour and a 
half. Lift the ham out of the vessel 
and pour cold water over it. Remove 
the skin and rub into the ham a hand- 
ful of brown sugar. Dot with cloves, 
sprinkle with breadcrumbs and bake 
until tender. 

Stuffed ham Is a fine dish. Remove 
the bones from a ten pound ham, rub 
the inside with salt, pepper and sage 
and fil! the space from which the bone 
wis taken with a highly seasoned 
dressing. Fasten together, place in a 
pan, rind side down, and add a little 
water, Bake, basting often. An hour 
before serving rub the surface with 
sugar. It should be baked for about 
four hours. Serve hot or cold. 

Hain baked with cider is especially 
palatable. The Boston cooking school 
gives the following recipe for prepar- 
ing it: Let a choice ham stand covered 
with water overnight; drain and set 
over the fire in a fresh supply of cold 
water; let It heat slowly to the boiling 
point; then simmer for four hours, Re 
move the ham to a deep baking pan, 
take off the skin and pour over it one 
pint of the liquid in which it was 
cooked and one pint of hot cider; baste 
each ten minutes and let cook until the 
bones of the shin may be turned 
Serve hot with a dish of spinach chop- 
ped and mixed with a small quantity 
of cream sauce, about balf a cupful to 
4 generous pint of spinach. 

For sauce skim off the fat from the 
liquid in the baking pan, Take a pint 
of this liquid, one cupful of rich brown 
stock and thicken with one-fourth of 
a cupful of flour cooked in one-fourth
